In Woman's Home ("onii)anion Miss 
Knohe tells abont "rhe l.ady War- 
wick School for Women Farmers." 

"In tlii> rural si)<>t. on the oulskirls 
of Iteadin^, only an hour's run from 
London, the beautiful and accom- 
plished countess of Warwick is spun- 
soring a most origrinal scheme where- 
by English girls may l>e coached in 
agriculture. There are agricultural 
colleges, to be sure, wherein limited 
instruction is ffiven the \vrongly named 
weaker sex; but in this sintrularly in- 
terestiiifr school in Kn^huul exclusive- 
ly ft)r women — the only one in Kii<^- 
land, if not iu the world -is a thor- 
oui^h poelico-practical course, if it 
may be so called, from the raisinf,'-of 
eabbag-es and chrysantheinnnis to the 
building of a pig-st^ and the making 
of a hay-UMrand. These sturdy da ugli- 
ters of Ceres, ia other words, are fit- 
ted to nm • farm. 

rrhis nniqtie mAool was opened in 
October, 1898. The minimmn period 
of traininif is two years, and at the 
end of that time a certificate is award- 
ed. The theoretical part of the course 
is systematically pursued in the af,'-ri- 
cultural department of the adjacent 
Reading' college. Many of the lec- 
tures occur in the winter, w ith i igid 
examinations at the end of each term, 
while the practical demonstration is 
done at the hostel by the girls. There 
is oaly oae man about the place, a 
hortieultaral .iastructor, who comes 
threo times a week. A registry de- 
partaieat baa beea opeaed. Some of 
the students bare already secured 
^ood positions, while others have 
started independently. In the mean- 
time the students are gaining a snug 
income by the sale of their produce. 

These girl students are receiving 
more than a scientific course, for the 
social and athletic side is not to he 
overlooked. Though some of the stu- 
dents are up with the lark— and at 
Warwick hostel the lark is scheduled 
to soar at precisely four-thirty— at- 
tending to tasks in the field, there arc 
hours during the day and evening set 
aside for reoreatioa. Lively con- 
tests in boating, tennis aadbodtej are 
arranged.

Orcliard Graaa Yielilst It Year After 
Vcar and Reqairea Hardly .Iny 
Atteatloa. 

Can anyone tell why orchard grass, 
one of the most common as well us 
one of the most valuable forage plants 
in the I'liited States, is n<it better 
known and more appreciate*! ? Many 
a fanner does not even re<'Oijfriize it ai 
sight, thoii;^rh In* has had cUiince to ob- 
serve it all his life. A veritaljle g_\]).sy, 
it has found a home in every country of 
Europe and America, in northern 
Africa and in Asia. Cheerfully udupt- 
ing itself to all soils and conditions, 
it flddrishes in wet or dry weather, 
sun or shade, and in a porous subsoil 
will send its roots to a great depth. 

Tills |>erbaps accounts for its per- 
sist i-nce. When once it has secured 
a foothold it may be relici! iij)on to 
yield an abundance of ftjruge _\ ear aft- 
er .vear with no aftenlion except that 
it thrives best under cr(»i)ping. In the 
spring it is fit for pasturage <'onsider- 
ably earlier than other grasses, and 
five days' growth w ill give a goo«l bite. 
Its ttossoming season is the same as 
that of red clover, and they are fre- 
quently sown together toy fturmers 
who have learned the value of the com- 
bination. A Kentucky stoek grower 
who relies upon it for his pastures 
onee said relative to its eaimcity for 
sustaining ilself when olher grasses 
are dried up: "|t will make more 
growth in one snnuner day than blue 
grass will make in a week." .Such ti 
coiiiniendatiou from the land of the 
famous blue grass j>a-turts is surely 
a great Iriliuie to its good .|ualiiies.' 

A farmer in northern (ihio has writ- 
ten enthusiastieally of a piece of orch- 
ard grass on his own farm which seed- 
ed itself 26 years ago and wliich has 
been cut annually every June since. 
This season it stood higher thaa any 
rye in the vicinity and was so heavy 
that it lodged. For early soiling and 
long pasturage he considers It supe- 
rior tr) any other grass, but he utters 
a caution about cutting it as soon as 
ni;itur»-d, for if allowed to get dead 
rijx- it is of little account. 

i.ike other droiiglit ri sist iiio grasses 
it shows a disposition to grow in tus- 
socks, but this may be prevented by 
tlM>rough imparation of tbe ground 
before sowing and an abundance of 
seed uniformly distributed. Two 
bushels of seed to the acre are usually 
considered sufficient, or half that 
amount when sown with clover. It 
is said to be much less exhausting to 
the soil than timothy, which is so often 
grown with clover. It was I'titrodiieed 
into Kngland from Virginia in 1T()4, 
and is there so liiglily esteemed that it 
has taken rank as one of the most 
^alllable forage plants j)rodMced in 
the "tight little island." 1 he lux- 
uriance of ils aftermath makes it e.s- 
|>ecially fine for pastures, and stt)ek of 
all kinds relish it. l^eep, it is sui<1, 
will Itmve all other grasses to feed 
upon it.— Farmer's Review.

We cer- 
tainly do not ad\i<-e .^lu h a practice, if 
the idea is to sta< k the fodder in the 
same wiiy that hay is usually stacked 
in the western states; that is. by bnild- 
ing it up in ricks aiu! leaving it expi.st d 
to the fall and winter storms. If fod- 
ler is cut when in proper condition, 
•ind left in the shocks until it is thor- 
oufhlycared. It ean then be stacked un 
der cover to very good adrantage; but 
1 far better practice would be to get a 
good shredder and run the fodder 
through it, and then you will haTe as 
nice feeding product as you would care 
to handle; besides in this way yott Save 
the expense of husking the eora by 
hand. — Prairie Farmer. 



FLY NETS FOR SADDLE HORSES 

Aad Fir Rldlas Whipa w^lth Which 
to KM a ■ — s of laaeets Are 
Row to T«aae. 

"Fly nets for horses In harness are 

old as the hills," said a dealer in 
horse e(pii])ments, reports the New 
York Sun. "but saddle fly nets, for 
saddle horses, are something eoin- 
paratively new. They are made 
to fit around the cantle of the saddle, 
from which they extend back over the 
horse's haunches. The net is made 
of lea4her cords, commonly in russet, 
sometimes in black, attached across 
n parallel lines to five bars or tapes 
running lengthwise of the horse's 
>ack, the free ends of the cords hang- 
ng la the usvaLaMaaer at the horse's 
ddes.
